I. Status of Negotiations with D1A 

On 23 April I ~~1 Chief* Information Science Training Staff* 

received a copy of the letter from the Director of DIA to the DOCI* 
dated 14 April. DIA's position as expressed in the letter is that 
space will not be available in the present facilities at the Defense 
Intelligence School for an expanded information science training program. 
They are offering instead a limited amount of their space in the 
Pofijjpoziio building in Rosslyn. The letter further stated that DIA would 
detail three fill -time employees to the program and provide appropriate 
expertise* as needed, on a loan basis. 


Two meetings this week between Mr.| | and Colonel Edwin Leonard, 
DIA’s Deputy Director for Support, resulted in a restatement of the 
DIA position. ISIS can continue to use the present facilities at DIA 
provided they schedule courses around ever-increasing DIS use of the 
building. It was agreed that the proposed space in the Pomponio 
building (1600 square feet) is insufficient. As for the three detailees 
mentioned in DIA’s letter, these are military positions and there is 
some question as to when they can be filled and how qualified the 
officers will be. 


II . Upcoming Developments 

A. Project Officer in the Contract Cycle (POCC) 

i _ i DD/GRD, has inquired about the possibility of 

including a presentation on contract law in tills course. The value 
to Project Officers of some basic knowledge of contract law was em- 
phasised at a recent meeting of the QRD career panel. The panel is 
now exploring ways of obtaining this instruction. The Management 
Training Faculty will assist them by providing any literature available 
in OTR, on existing external courses and by discussing further with 
them the feasibility of meeting their requirements in the POCC course. 


B. Qommity Language Training 

At the 20 April meeting of the Interagency Language Roundtable , the 
Defense Language Institute (DO) reported that they plan to move most 
of their operation to Fort Monmouth, N.J. , during 1974 and 1975. DLI 
Headquarters and the East Coast School (both in Anacostia) * the English 
Language School in Texas, and thee Systems Development Agency in 
California, will all be consolidated there. The West Coast School will 
remain in Monterey, California, 
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Xhe Foreign Service Institute reported tiiat the language school 
which they operated in El Paso, Texas, for the Bureau of Customs 
will be closed at the end of May. The decision to close the school 
was apparently precipitated by the proposed merger of agencies in- 
volved to toe narcotics problem. 

These two developments are not expected to affect our language 
training effort.
